Six biilx oil the deep well tur- 
hine and live on the centrifugal 
boo.ster pump were opened at tne 
meeting of the City Council Tues¬ 
day afternoon, with all members 
present. The bids on the turbine 
ranged from $0,931 to $8,327.50, 
net, allowing for the removal and 
purchase ot the old turbine now 
111 use. The time for completion 
of the job ranged from 20 days to 
ten weeks. 

Eropo.sals for in.stalling the 
booster pump varied -from $3,331 
to $3,942. If the lowest bidder 
proves acceptable when checked 
by City Engineer O. A. Uierlich, 
the total cost of the two projects 
would be slightly more than $10,- 
000. This equipment is to furnish 
the water supply for the new 
3,000,00(J-gallon 


Tomorrow will be a history¬ 
making day in Sierra Madre. It 
will mark the success or failure 
of the lirst recall election ever 
invoked here against any public 
official. It is also expected to 
set a new record of votes cast, 
for It is believed that practically 
every voter eligible to cast a bal¬ 
lot will appear at the polls be¬ 
tween the opening nad closing 
hours. 

The Issue, boiled down, appears 
to be whether or not, in the opin¬ 
ion of a majority of the voters, 
Councilmen I.saacs and Belohlavek 
have been guilty of "breach ot 
faith and llagrant disregard ot 
the wishes of their constituents" 
- in that "In the performance of 
their ofticial duties as members 
of .said Board of Tru.stees they 
have llagrantly disregarded tlie 
wishes of a majority of the voters 
and taxpayers of said City, and 
have acted arbitrarily, and against 
the wishes of a majority of said 
voters and taxpayers, and agnin.st 
the best interests of .said City, 
and its voters and taxpayers, re¬ 
garding proposed public improve¬ 
ments." 

In rebuttal, Messrs. Belohlavek 
and Isaacs offer brief digests ot 
their records as public otticial.s. 
Councilman Belohlavek says; 

"In the three years I have 
served as a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
' Madre I have always fullilled my 
duty in accordance with my oath 
of office, and m all that time 1 
have never missed a regular or 
special meeting of the borad, al¬ 
though I have never received one 
c«nt of compen.sation for my ser- 
^ vices, either directly or indirectly. 

"I am a property owner ami 
taxpayer myselt, and therefore 
all of my ofticial actions have 
affected myself in the same way 
that they have affected any other 
taxpayer. 

“During my tenure of office, 
Sierra Madre has shown more 
real civic improvement, at lower 
cost, than at any other similar 
period in its existence. The lin- 
ancial condition of the city is 
better today than it has been in 
naany years. 

"A.s a property owner, I per¬ 
sonally favor a constiuctive pro¬ 
gram of permanent improvements. 
However, I have always tried to 
abide by the wishes of the ma¬ 
jority and will continue to do so. 

"I deny the charges contained 
in the recall statement, and a 
check of my official record will 
show those charges to be untrue 
and not based on facts.” 

Councilman I.saacs states that 
"When I assumed oflicc a.s a 
member of the Board of Tru.stees 
of the City of Sierra Madre, I 
desired to carry out the wishes of 
of the citizens. My every official 
act since that time has been 
ba.sed on that belief and I shall 
so continue. 

"For two years I have served 
the City of Sierra Madre without 
compen.sation or any thought 
thereof and my official conduct 
has been guided by the desire to 
do the best possible for the city 
a.s a whole. 

"The charges contained in the 
recall statement are not ba.sed 
upon any official act of mine, but 
rather upon the fear of my atti¬ 
tude concerning the proposed Con- 
^ tral Avenue improvement. Per¬ 
sonally, I favor the permanent im¬ 
provement of that street. In the 
belief that it will be cheaper and 
more satisfactory in the long rim. 
If, however, a majority do not 
favor that plan, I will, as always, 
^ abide by their wishes. 

"My inve.stmenta in the City of 
Sierra Madre are good evidence 
of my loyalty to its best interests. 

"The recall is a weapon for the 
correction of injustice -thus far 
It has not been shown that any 
injustice has been done or even 
contemplated." 

In paid advertisements, both 
^ sides to the controversy have en¬ 
deavored to educate the public 
mind Into their re.spective view¬ 
points. “Facts,” "a.sserted facts” 
and "Recall Facts,” including va¬ 
rious compilations of figures, have 
been offered for public peru.sal.

WOMANS CLUB MEMBERS 
HEAR OF THIBET 

Mrs. E. Keith Harkness, form¬ 
erly of the faculty of U.S.C. and 
now hostess at the Artland Club 
of Los Angeles, gave a most in¬ 
teresting address at 2:30 in the 
Woman’s Clubhouse Wednesday, 
May 22, on Art and Customs in 
Thibet. 

No one could have handled the 
subject more intelligently, as Mrs. 
Harkness has not only herselt 
been in Thibet, but is the sister- 
in-law of Dr. Shelton, the medi¬ 
cal missionary, who w'ent to this 
little-known mountainous country 
in 1912 and devoted many years 
of his life amongst the Thibetian.s. 
In 1921 he was urged to return to 
Lhasa, the capital, where he had 
established a hospital, but was 
assassinated because he was an 
American, intense jealously exist¬ 
ing. It has long been a field of 
commercial and political rivalry 
between Russia and England. Chi¬ 
nese agents control the foreign 
relations, and the Dalai Lama is 
virtually the local chief executive. 

Religion is the only hope of the 
people and they are constantly 
engaged in prayers, swinging a 
small prayer case in their hands 
and chanting ince.s.santly. One- 
.seventh of all the people are in 
monasteries, the oldest son of 
each family being compelled to 
enter. The population being be- 
tween two and three millions 
makes a large number of priests. 
There is no education in the coun¬ 
try at large, the center of learn¬ 
ing being in the monasteries. 
Many books, written in solid leaf 
gold, and priceless, were burned 
by the Chinese for the precious 
metal they contained. 

There are many religious fan¬ 
atics in Thibet. One type of her¬ 
mit builds immolation huts over 
small streams so that not even a 
ray of sunshine ever penetrates.

Sierra Madre, for he knows al¬ 
most every foot ground in this 
territory.

Even that section was obscured, 
however, so he turned back this 
way and finding the "hole” still 
open above Sierra Madre t which 
he states is usually the case even 
when everything else is shut out 
by fog), the aviator decided to 
bring his plane to earth and 
skimming closely over the city 
he landed on the Hastings ranch, 
just west of Sierra Madre. 

He dared not leave his cargo 
of Uncle Sam's mail, so he hailed 
a passing motorist and told him 
to have his friend, "Vie” Hill of 
this city, telephone to the West¬ 
ern Air Express to send out a 
mail truck to pick up the mail 
and take it to the Los .\ngeles 
post office.
